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Court upholds land-return law 


NEW ORLEANS — The state Supreme Court Mon- 
day upheld a state law that could enable many 
southeastern Louisiana residents to regain acres of 
oil-rich land taken from their families decades ago 
by a flood control board. The court upheld a 1984 
legislative act allowing original owners or their 
heirs to regain the land, which they were legally 
forced to sell to the Orleans Parish Levee Board for 
flood control projects in 1924. The land, a 22-mile 
stretch of uninhabited swamp and woods on the 
lower east bank of Plaquemines Parish, wasn't worth 
much when the Levee Board paid residents $400,000 
for it. Oil was found there several years later. About 
$3 million in mineral revenue now flows into the 
Levee Board coffers each year from the disputed 
land.
